The big mail-order houses 
reckon that they must pay 80 
much for every inquiry they get. 
The amount of this sum is as- 
certained ‘by dividing all the 
money spent on advertising and 
selling literature by the number 
of letters received in answer to 
the same. This refers to  in- 
quiries only. Not every inquirer

more. The money that has to 
be spent to get one new custom- 
er by those concerns would = as- 
tonish the local retailer. It is 
usually not less than the 
amount spent ss gh leer 8 
advertiging by the average to- 
cal storekeeper. The saleaman- 
ship on pa that is necessary 
to do all this, is the finest that 
can be got for money and it is 
considered cheap at the enorm- 


ous price paid for it because it 
is ga in building up a big 
mail order business with new 
material. 


The local retailer can apply a 
lesson from this to himself. — If 
those mail order houses spent 80 
much money to yet one pew 
customer, why should a retailer 
not make an effort in the same 
direction? Why should he not 
adopt the same means of attrac 
tive salesmanship on paper? If 
he 6am bring even one new cus- 
tomer a week to his store with 
am expenditure that is many 
times what «a mail order house 
has to pay for getting the same 
results, it is worth while paying 
closer attention to this sucoess- 
ful method of selling. If he can 
influence more than one custom- 
er, and it would be poor local 
newspaper advertising indeed 
that could not do that, he 
would be accomplishing far 
more than the mail order hous- 
es with their highly paid seling 
experts. And, «as a business 
man, he could congratulate him- 
self on a good investment.

POSSIBILITY QF ANOTHER

flict. The Russian government 
sent to Teheran an wtimatum 
demanding the dismissal of 
Shuster, the American who had 
become treasurer-general of the 
Shah’s empire, and the recoup- 
ing of Russia’s expense in send- 
ing troups to the Persian fron- 
tier. The Persian National As- 
sembly has by a large majority 


dechined to accept the ultimat- 
um, and the next move must 
come from Russia. 

Should Russia und Persig 


come to blows, there is no ques- 
tion us to the result, if they are 
left to fight it out alone. Per- 
fla is a Comparatively weak 
country, with a small army and 
a population of only ten milli- 
on h ege ites one-fifth of which is 
made up of wandering tribes, 
while Kussia is 4 great and 
powerful country, with an army 
war strength equal to half the 
population of Persia. 

ersia has a population of

There 
are less than twelve ‘+hundred 
foreigners in the country Te- 
heran is the largest city, having 
a population of 280,000.

We once knew a farmer who 
had been at work for eleven 
years to breed up his herd, but 
according to his own confession 
the last heifers of his breeding 
proved to average inferior to 
the old native cows he started 
with. What was the difficulty? 
Simply this: He had ‘aiaies 
used registered ‘bulls but e 
never reached out and selected 
one that was of superior breed- 
ing, that is, one that had = a 
record ‘of performin: ning mothers 
behind him that ca: for good 
value in price and eve promise 
of good returns in breeding. He 
would select something pure- 
bred to be sure, but inferior in 
quality because it was cheap. 
Good judges would tell him at 
a glance that his bull was not 
ne to the standard. 

“Now that low standard in 
his mind, worked out in other 
ways. He would keep his bull 
miserly, keep him in a dark, 
filthy place ‘and not half feed 
him because, as he said to us, 
he was. ‘‘afrwid the animal 
would t crass if he was fed 
too well.’’

The 
whole constitutes a voluminus 
document. Laurier does not 
definitely commit himself to the 
handing over of the resources. 
In Mr. Sifton’s letter of Maroh 


20, 1911, is mainly comprised of dian 


an historical review of the de- 
velopment of the constitution 
and political institutions of the 
Northwest Territories since they 
were acquired from the Hudson 
Bay Co. He traces the growth 
of the territories from ‘‘a state 
of semi-feudalism, to almost the 
full status of one of the old pro- 
vinces of the Canadian Federa- 
tion.” 

At the outset the premier 

‘uotes the resolution carried at 

e full session of the legislature 
in 1910 calling. for provincial 
control of resources, and goes 
on to Bay: 

“If we consider the position 
of this province of Alberta we 
find that it is growing in wealth 
und population by leaps ana 
bounds. At the time the Alber- 
ta Act was. passed, the popula- 
tion of the whole province was 
less than 145,000, whilst at the 
present time it is not less than 
375,000 and in the course of 
another-year or two wil — un- 
douhtedly reach 500,000. A 
greater proportion of the — im- 


migration to Canada is 
being aced in 
ta and Saskatchewan that im 


any other part of Canada and 
it may be safely assumed that 
this condition will prevail for 
many years to come. The re- 
sult is that government of the 
province is called upon to mee 
the requirements of « rapidly 
growing community, heavy ex- 
penditures for ‘public improve- 
ments ~sueh as roads, br 8, 
telephones,. schools and = rail- 
ways necessary for successful oo- 
lonization with a rigid or slow- 
ly expanding revenue which does 
not afford any fresh sources o 
supply except those of direct 
taxation.” A comparison ~ of 
the per capita ex itures of 
the government by the Various 
provimees of the Dominton is 
then made. In 1910 the per 
capita rate in Alberta was 
ae etic in 1909 it was $3.50, 
in Quebec in 1910 it was $3.46.

settlers who look rather to the 
government of the province to 
which the emigrate than the fe 
deral capital. 

‘oal Industry Regulation 

The province is.compelled — to 
regulate the coal industry at the 
cost of several thousands of 
dollars per annum and to un- 
dertake the constructioi. and 
maintenance of expensive roads 
in the miming districts, al- 
though the proceeds from th: 
sale gf leagegs, lands and royal 
ties are Gollegted by the Domini- 
ou Govetnment. During the 
fiscal year 1909-10 the Domini- 
on Government received on ac- 
count of the sale of coal lands 
in the province of Alberta $370, 
955.15, and in royalties on coal 
produced in the Western Provinc 
es $155,000 originated in the 
province of Abberta. 

Tt is not overlooked that the 
Dominion Government spends a 
considerable amount in admin 
istering this branch of public 
service, but the opinion that 
since the inspection and regula 
tion of the coal industry 18 ap 
imperative duty the interests of 
the province as well as the 
Dominion would be advanced 
by the administration beiny 
transferred to the provincial 
government,
